Germany would make compensation. 
The Wimbledon case is the first in 
which the world court was asked for 
a definite judgment. 
It grew out of 
the refusal of Germany to allow the 
Wimbledon, chartered by a French 
company and loaded with munitions 
consigned to Poland, to pass through 
the Kiel canal. 
Germany 
declared 
that to do so would violate her own 
regulations regarding neutrality. 
The treaty of Versailles provided 
that the Kiel canal should be open to 
the war and merchant vessels of all 
nations at peace with Germany. The 
Berlin 
government in the 
face of 
various protests maintained its posi­ 
tion but invited the allied nations to 
take the 
case before the 
tribunal 
provided by the treaty of Versailles, 
the permanent court of international 
just fee. 
The 
judgment 
rendered 
Friday 
says the 
German 
government 
is 
bound to make good the loss sustain­ 
ed by the vessel and her charterers 
as a result of Germany’s action, and 
fixes the damages at 140,749 francs 
with 
interest at the rate of 
0 per 
cent per annum, reckoned from the 
date of the judgment. 
The amount 
is to be paid to the French govern­ 
ment within three months from F ri­ 
day. 
Each party to the suit stands 
its own costs. 
The court

Most people will enjoy a baked po 
tato at any meal aud for a ;«eraoij who 
has any intestinal
